I 
am of Snohomish, part Skay-whah- 
mish, Puyallup and Wcuatchec: tribes. 
I was raised by my parents on 
the Tulalip Ke'servation. Wash- 
ington, and taught the Indian 
schooling advices of the Indian 

I race by my father and mother 

^/Tr^ and some old uncles and grand 
A&^yy uncles of mine. They wanted 
me to grow up a big, smart In- 
dian, to be able to talk and lead my peo- 
ple. They taught me to be a big Indian 
doctor until I was 17' years old. when I 
began to change mv mind. During all 
that time I was taught the old Indian 
ways.' Finally I made up my mind to 
n-o to the Tulalip Mission School run bv 
priests and sisters. I thought to myself 
that maybe sometimes we will need the 
white people's education and it might be 
a good tiling to learn a little of the white 
race before I became a man. So I went 
to school when I was IS years old. I 
stayed in the Mission School until I was 
SI years old. Very little education I 
learned- -just enough to rend a little and 
to understand the English language. I 
found a dillerence between our schooling 
and the English at that time, so I used 
both the schooling I had in Indian and 
English. 

I was appointed as sawyer at the old 
mill at Tulalip Agency and I found it 
awfullv nice lo be with white people and 
friends. I soon got so [ could run a :-.aw 
and turn out lumber. 1 learned to do 
repairing, how to file saws and run ma- 
chinery. 



Then I got so I could do most any 
Lhing. I got so 1 could do carpenter 
work, millwrighling and a little of every- 
thing. Then, alter that, I worked under 
(wo or three different agents who encour- 
aged mo right along to do the work. I 
am using both the Indian people's and 
the white people's language and I get 
along very nicelv On both sides. I got 
so I could handle my people and I got so 
1 could get along with my good friends — 
the white people — all by trying and doing- 
all 1 can in mv work. (I got so I could 
see that the white people's advice was 
pretty near the same tiling as the Indians 1 
and that I must try to do my work right; 
not to cheat, but to be square and try to 
get along). 

I saw right there that the two races 
were pretty near alike, only that our 
people don't understand the English lau- 
Eiiaire and the ruling of the good friends. 
There is a broken link between my race 
and the white people. So I thought I 
belter look back and talk to the older 
peoplo that am living an <! try to explain 
our Jmtorv by getting their totems aiitl 
carve theni ortt tin the pole like the way if 
used to he vefce$ ago. So I went armmd 
gathering the old Indians and talking to

IV. Three Lucky Totems. 
John Fnvrensby. 

UP THE Skagit River about a mile 
or two above .Mount Vernon was 
built a big Indian house: Potlat.eh 
house. This house is great. There were 
totems in every post of the building. 
During the summer-time the people 
generally moved down to Whidby Island 
or Coupeville for fishing, or some other 
things thev did then. 

Farrensbv was quite a small boy when 
his mother died. His home was within 
a mile or two of this great big Indian 
potlatch house. When John's mother 
died his father told him, "Now just think 
of how vou are fixed. No one to look 
after you. We are pom 1 . Now we have to 
just trv to do (he very best we can 
and vou will have a chance lo learn .more 
about totems. Cor vou are voung. Vou 
mu->l trv to do all vou can to find a good 
lolem for vour^elf. Dou'l depend on me. 
Now I want vou lo i^o out and look for a 
totem". So Salupialk, or John Farrens- 
bv, thought it hc^l for him to go down 
towards litis big pollatch house. 



There was nobody in the house. They 
were all out on their summer trips. The 
first time Johnny wenl there he neither 
heard nor saw anything around the house 
and went home, for there was nothing 
doiim. The next nighl he again went 
down Lo the same place for he thought he 
uii^hl learn something that would be of 
i^e lo him out of Ihis great big Indian 
poLlalch house, so he would be like the 
older people that owned tins big house 
when he became a man. The next- night, 
he au'aiii went there; went around the 
house down to the river. He thought 
that a totem might be down at the river; 
but nothing doing, so he came back up 
the bank. Finally he saw three men. all 
of different height, walking from the 
building down to the river. He went to- 
ward them "and asked who they were. 
The three little men answered by saying 
they were brothers, that they belonged to 
this big bouse as a totem. Squa-dalich, 
Johnny Favrensby, thought surely it must 
be a totem for him. A t the time he was a 
little afraid of these boys so he was sure 
thev were totems. Johnny was sure there 
was nobody in the house when he passed, 
Johnnv said to them that he was an 
orphan boy, that his mother died, and 
that lie went around looking for a totem. 
These three little men replied, "Here we 
are. We are a totem ourselves. We 
are a lucky totem. We can read people's 
minds. We can see fur. We look for 
anything that is lost and we can find it. 
We always are well fixed. Are you look- 
ing for us?" Johnny replied, "Yes, I am 
looking for you". Well those three totem 
bevs told him that "We arc going to be 
with vou, but listen, when you become a 
man, if vou should make a totem you 
want to be careful that you cut it out as 
three lucky totems.

The bear would 
jump down, run away from the Lree, run 
back and see how high he could jump up 
on the tree, conLinue traveling up to the 
\ery Lop of the tree as fast as he could, 
then down to the ground again, to repeat 
the same act. John Lay-whah-hud went 
right up near where the bear was. He 
thought maybe the great animal was show- 
ing something that is great, yet at the 
same time he doubted it for he was noth- 
ing but an animal. At the same time he 
went right up near this tree and as he 
stood there the bear came, tearing down 
limbs and bark from the tree looking very 
angry. John thought sure he was a goner 
for a while until the animal spoke the 
human language. "lam a bear 1 ' he said,

a great totem. 1 am glad to see you my 
Indian boy; I am now playing all my acts 
and if vou are looking tor a lolem 
I will be with you.

1 am an old bear but 1 am a 
totem animal and can nutelass any other 
lolem. I ran put lire in my mouth, yet it.

any oilier animal and bleed until I hey are 
.badly chewed up. Nothing can hurt me. 
Now I will go up nil the tree for another 
[day." I'p the tree he went, tearing oil 
the bark ami traveling so fast one could 
hardly see him go. John . watched him 
elosclv and as he reached the Lop he 
grabbed a greaL big snake. lie held the 
animal by the tail, which shows that 
the bear is greater than the big black 
snake, for he got him by the tail and held 
the snake down and was ready to eat 
him up. When I he snake disappeared 
the bear came down and told the boy that 
he would be v^vy glad to be with him if 
the boy would have him. John told him 
that he would be glad to have him for a 
totem for that was what lie was looking 
for; one that would carry him safely any- 
where he might go.

Those three 
men landed, mil Lheir canoe on the shore 
and the man that was on the buw walked 
right up to him and told Andrew that 
they were totems; that he had this great 
gambling bone in his hand and Unit 
Andrew must remember what Lhe lotein 
said. "We will give, you this gambling 
bone lo use ibr placing the Indian game 
slah-halub. It is only one. but it will do 
just the same as two, as they generally 
have to play with."

Hob said to him, "Yet, I wish you 
would come down, great bird, for 1 am 
having a hard time looking for a great 
totem like vou." Down to Lhe ground he 
flew and started telling Hob his tune, how 
he travels at night, showed him how lie 
will cure sick people mid how powerful 
he was; showed him his claws* both front 
and rear, how lie could grab and never 
let go. lie bad a little animal by the 
name of balk-katehe. a mole. "This is 
mv plavmate' 1 . he said, "ju.sl lo show Un- 
people how (piick I am for just as soon as 
balk-kalche crawls out of the ground 1 
will have him rigid there." 

And so it shows on the lolem pole,

Here ii Is/* ' He puffed out some boms 
and showed them ip Johnny and fM 
him, 'Tin not going to give you those 
bones. I only show them to you. that 
is enough. Thai will give you good luck 
and will make u man of yourself for I am 
a great ehlef Ititeitt, who is teaching you 
all bis u-rUon that will" lead you to bu " 
jrood man. Yoii will have no trouble 
Of anv kind with your people. All 
the Indians from othvr dilicivtil tribes 
will respect you and will think quite a 
lot of you, for I am a great chief totem 
that is going to be with you for all 

time. 

Me told Johnny Kdge that if be should 
carve a totem he should carve a man with 
a bag on his side, hair braided, face paint- 
ed red. wearing a line fur coat, lo show 
the people thai you have a great chief 
totem. "Alwav^ think about me what- 
ever vou do and wherever you go, lor I 
am e'oing lo be with you from now oil" 
Johnny YA^ is an Indian of the Swin- 
mnish'tribe and about «)o years old. lie 
has been a very good man and believes 
llud his totem is with him to encourage

Indian. This dog's name is Skah- 
hahd. It is an Indian dog raised 
by the Indians before Ihe while man 
reached here. This Charlie Moses, when 
(pule a small boy, was taught by his 
father thai', there *is a great spirit; that 
the Young man would learn of it il he 
would do\vhat his father told him. So 
one day this Charlie Moses went out hunt- 
ing for a lolum. He met a dog. The 
dog bad a partner. Ham llud. If "'as 
something like a ram rod made of wood 
and this Tilth? rod had four wounds and 
was bleeding from these four wounds. 
While Charlie Moses stood and looked at 
him the dog seemed lo walk right up lo 
him and pretty soon the dog asked bim ii 
he was looking for a great totem. Char- 
lie told him yes. that he would like to 
meet a strong, powerful totem, and this 
clog mentioned his name Skah-hahd. "I 
am great. v he said. "1 do the sutlering for 
my partner, Hum Hod, This little rod 
is wounded and I am doing the suilering 
for him. So if I am going to be with you. 
you will be a powerful man, You can 
endure all wounds. 1 will do the sutler- 
ing for you if you sUotlld get woumled 
just like I do my litllr partner.

So doift be afraid, 1 am gniug to be with 
vou. If you should get in a war go right 
ahead, don't be afraid of n v\onml. Then 
if you should make a Lolem you want to 
cut out a dog like myself with my little 
partner, Uam Rod.
